Deaths
by important ages were: Under 1 year, 426, or 16.9 per cent of the total; 1 to 5, 221;
5 to 10, 89; 10 to 15, 46; 15 to 20, 88; 65 and over, 659, or 26.2 per cent of the total.
Some important causes of death were: Tuberculosis, 307 (252 pulmonary and 55
other forms); typhoid fever, 152; diphtheria, 76; croup, 3; scarlet fever, 5; whoop-
ing cough, 14; pneumonia, 138; diarrheal diseases, 167; cerebro-spinal imieningitis,
29; influenza, 4; puerperal fever, 9; cancer, 100; violence, 159; smallpox, none.

(lecrease of 9 fiomii the number ireturned for October; diphtheria and
crouip, 71; secarlet fever. 22; measles. .-,; whooping cough, 11; pneu-
imonia, 187; diarrheal diseases of intfamits uinder 2 years, 74; intlitenza,
1 7: cancer, 143: accidents atnd v-iolence, 158.
The deaths froiim pneumiionia miioie than doubled in number as com-

patred with the preceding month, and influenza also increased, although
the total number of deaths fromii this cause was only 17. A marked
decrease was shown in diairhleal diseases.

On request of the Secretary of the Treasury the Departmienit of
State issued the following amnended instructionis by telegraph Decemii-
ber 5 to the consuls at Liv-erpool, Southanmpton, Hamburg, Bremenlei,
Antwerp, Rotterdam, and 11avre, and a circulai' of instruction was
issued to the other consuls at seaports in continental Euirope anid in
Great Britain:

All immigrants from Russia miust be detained five days at the )ort
of embarkation for the I3nited States under mledical observation, anid
if during such detention any quarantinable disease appears or is suis-
pected anmong them fuirther detention and disinfection must be inmposed,
sIS provided by the Treasury regulations. If, howve'ver, the Amiierican
consul or consular agent is satisfied that inspection of Russiani immi-
grants and whatever disinfection of baggage that may be niecessary
hias been accomplished at the Russian frontier, the tinme occupied in
transit by said immigrants from the Russian frontier to the port of
embarkation to the United States may be counted in the li-e days
detention required by the U7nited States regulations.

AFRICA.

Reportfrwnu Cap.ve Colony-Examndation ofroden t.?for pla ete infcction.

The report of tlle medical officer of health of Cape Coloniy shows
that during the week ended November 4, 1905, no case of plague was
discovered. Out of a large nunmber of rats and mice examined bac-
teriologically, 1 mouse found at Port Elizabeth was plague infected.
No plague-infected rats or mice were found at King Williams Town or
in the other districts of the colony. One case of plague remains utAer
treatment at the plague hospital, Port Elizabeth. Bulletins regarding
King Williams Town have been suspended, no plague-infected rodents
having been found at that place since September 11.

water ballast, no passengers, and no change in the crew personnel; on
October 31 the British steamship Surainley, for Philadelphia, with
cargo of manganese ore, no passengers, and no change in the crew
personniel while here; on the same date the British steamship Lomd
Stanley, for New Orleans, with a cargo of coffee, no passengers, and
no change in the crew personnel; on the 3d instant the British steam-

German steamship Catania, for New York, with coffee, no passengers,
and no change in crew, and on the same date the British steamship
Cyfarthfa, for Galveston, in ballast, no passengers, and no change in
the crew personnel.
Week ended November 12, 1905: Total deaths, 281. Yellow fever

caused 3 deaths-all among foreigners-with a report of 5 new cases,
of which numiber, however, only 1 was confirmed as being the true
disease; bubon'ic plague caused 5 deaths, with 12 new reported cases,
and variola caused 3 deaths, with 6 new cases.
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At the close of the week there were in the Hospital SWio Sebastiao
42 cases of variola, 13 cases of bubonic plague, 1 case of yellow fever,
and 7 casces of infectious diseases under observation.
Week ended November 19, 1905: Total deaths for the week, 283.

Causes of deaths: Yellow fever, 2, with 5 new cases reported, of which
number 2 were confirmed as being true vellow fever, and the remain-
ing 3 were placed under observation. Bubonic plague eaused 5 deaths,
with 14 new cases reported. Variola caused 3 deaths, with 5 new cases
reported. At the end of the week there were in the Hospital Sao
SebastiAo 33 cases of variola, 9 cases of plague, with 10 supposed cases
under observation; and no cases of yellow fever.

BRITISH HONDURAS.

History of yellow fever death at Belize reported Novernber 28, 1905.

R. H. Peters, formerly acting assistant surgeon at Belize, reports
from Mobile, Ala., December 11, as follows:
At Belize there was one death reported from yellow fever Novem-

ber 28.
The patient, a young Englishman, arrived in Belize November 11

from England. On the 15th he went to Stann Creek, which is about
20 miles from Belize, was taken sick on November 21, and on the 26th
was brought back to Belize, where he died on the 28th. The diagnosis
was confirmed by the necropsy. Sporadic cases of yellow fever still
appear'along the Guatemala railroad.

Report from Shanghai-lnspection of vessels.
Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, November 9, as follows:
During the week ended November 4, 1905, 2 supplemental bills of

health were issued to 2 steamers, and there were inspected 2 vessels,
185 crew, and 46 steerage passengers. There were disinfected 8 pieces
of baggage, and 1 piece was examined and passed. Manifests were
vis6ed for 34,472 pieces of freight. Eight emigrants for San Fran-
cisco per steamnship Doric were examine and passed.
There were no reports of quarantinable disease received from outports.

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During the week 13 cases and 3 deaths from yellow fever were
reported for the city of Habana. One case of yellow fever was
reported at Alacranes, a station between Habana and Matanzas. One
of the cases hacl been diagnosed November29, but it is included in this
report, as the case was not reported to this office until the 6th instant.

1 have been informed that the authorities propose to hold laborers
for five days in detention before permitting them to travel to the inte-
rior of the island.

It is recognized that a great source of danger is from the influx of
Spanish immigrants, who live in a crowded condition in the city.
These people, when taken.sick, move from place to place until required
to call in medical assistance, thus spreading infection, if the case is one
of yellow fever, and thereby increasing the nuimber of unknown foci.
The authorities also contemplate controlling the influx of immigrants
to the city.
The authorities have 7 fumigating squads of 25 men in each. This

force is to be increased by 5 more squads of 25 men each on the 11th
instant. Sulphur is being used more generally for fumigating pur-
poses.
At present 68 men compose the oiling forces, which will also be

increased by 30 men on the 11th instant.
There is one screening squad of 12 men who screen the rooms of

suspects reported when such are not transferred to Las Animas
Hospital.
There are 12 inspectors who report on the sanitary condition of

houses inspected.
Eight physicians are employed to inspect all nonimmunes in the

infected district.

Reports from lUatanzas-History of yellow fever cases at Union de
Reyes and Colon-Precautions against spread ofyellow fever.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nuniez reports, December 8, 11, and 12,
as follows:
The town of Union de Reyes, of 3,000 inhabitants, is situated at a

distance of about 30 miles to the south of Matanzas, having daily com-
munication by railway with this city. Within 4 miles from Union de
Reyes is the town of Alacranes, having about the same number of
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inhabitants and also connected by railway with this city. At a plae
equidistant between the two towns referred to there is a sugar planta.
tion called "Valiente."

It was at this place that the death from yellow fever occurred yes-
terday. The case was in the person of a Spaniard, who recently
arrived at Habana from his native country as an immigrant. He was
transferred, as usual, on his arrival at Habana, from the steamer to
the isolation station of Triscornia, awaiting employment. Shortly
after, and during the latter part of November, he went from Tris-
cornia to spend a few davs wit a friend in Habana, where he evidently
contracted the disease. He arrived at the plantation November 29,
went to worJk on the following day feeling apparently well, and was
taken sick December 1. No physician was called to visit the case until
the sixth day of the disease and when the patient was in a preagonic
condition. The attending physician reported the case to the local
health officer at Union de Reyes during the evening of the 6th instant,
and he went to visit the case in order to verifv the diagnosis on the
morning of the 7th, shortly before the patient died. The provincial
sanitary inspector, wiho resides in this city, was telegraphed for, and a
post-mortem examination was held yesterday, in which were found the
typical pathological lesions common to yellow fever.
The building in which the patient died, which is said to be an old

blockhouse, was disinfected with sulphur after the death of the patient
occurred.
As a result of an investigation, it was ascertained that over 300 non-

immunes, mostly Spanish immigrants of recent arrival, are living at
the same plantation, where they are at present employed as laborers
Therefore it is feared that as no sanitary measures could possibly be
observed during the infective stage of the disease, inasmuch as its
presence was not detected in time, the contagion has spread and new
cases may develop in the future among the laborers of the plan-
tation. In view of further issues, it has been recommended to prepare
a room, conveniently screened with wire netting, at the plantation, in
which to treat all cases of fever among the nonimmunes, and to sub-
ject these to a daily medical inspection for a period of not less than
fifteen days, counting from the time of death of the first case.
Up to the present time there have been no new cases of the disease

reported within the city limits.
DECEMBER 12.

The origin of the infection in the yellow fever case reported Decem-
ber 11, at Colon, as in the previous cases recently reported in Matain-
zas, has been ascertained to have been Habana. It occurred also in
a Spanish immigrant who arrived in Habana from his native country
November 18 last. After being detained at the quarantine station at
Triscornia, as customary, he was released and went to the known
infected district in that city. On the 27th instant he went to a sugar
plantation near the rural town of Real C2ampif¶a, which belongs to the
municipal district of the city of Cienfuegos, and is close to the bound-
ary line between the provinces of Matanzas and Santa Clara. The
beginning of the disease has been traced to the 5th instant, so that it
was not detected until the sixth day of its invasion.
The patient was transferred from the plantation to the town of Real

Campifia and thence to Colon, where the diagnosis of yellow fever

was decided. The town of Colon is about 60 miles to the southeast
of Matanzas, having daily communication with this city by railway.
The transfer of the patient from Real Campiia to Colon was due to

the fact that there is no hospital at the former place.
The patient has been isolated at the civil hospital of Colon, where

he is now undergoing treatment. The disease is not considered to be
of a very severe type, and is expected to have a favorable termination.

It is said that many other nonimmunes, immigrants from Spain,
are living at the plantation where the case occurred, and also at Real
Campinia, and it is possible that the contagion may have spread among
them, giving rise to future cases.

Jru8pectm ofvessels- Yellow fever in iatanzas Province.

During the week ended December 9, 1905, 5 bills of health were issued
to vessels leaving for United States ports. One of tbese, the British
schooner Glenafton, originally from Mobile, was subjected to precau-
tionary quarantine up to December 9, when she cleared for Mobile
direct.
The quaranitine which has been maintained at Matanzas against all

the Gulf ports of the United States since the outbreak'of yellow fever
at New Orleans was raised on the 9th instant in compliance with tele-
graphic orders from the Cuban secretary of finance.

Since the death from yellow fever, reported December 7, at the sugar
plantation called " Valiente," about 2 miles from the town of Union de
Reyes, no new cases have been reported in the city nor within its
municipal district.

Report fromi Guayaquil-lffortality- Yellow fever and sinallpox-
D)eath8 frot yellow fever on steanshtip Craigard-Impection and
fumigation of vessels.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports, November 25, as follows:
Twelve days ended November 26, 1905:

Present officially estimated population 60,000. Mortality from all
causes 87, including 3 from yellow fever and 5 from smallpox.
The exact condition of smallpox at this port is unknown, as deaths

alone are reported. It is impossible to arrive at the number of cases
which occur, but the number of people seen on the streets with faces
freshly pitted from recent attacks would indicate that this disease is
very prevalent. In Quito it is epidemic, and by presidential decree
vaccination is made obligatory.
To-day the captain of the British steamship Craigard died of yellow

fever. This vessel has been anchored in midstream opposite the city
for a month, discharging coal. As the deceased passed most of his
time on shore it is probable that he contracted the disease on land.
On November 17 the steamship Colombia, from Chilean and Peruvian

ports, cleared for Ancon, Canal Zone, with 4 cabin and 8 steerage
passengers from this place; 5 cabin and 12 steerage passengers from
ports south were placed in quarantine to complete ten days from last
exposure. On the same date the steamship Illasconomo, a tramp
steamer from New York via South American ports, cleared for New
York via Peruvian and Chilean ports. No passengers. November
22 steamship Palena, from Chilean and Peruvian ports, cleared for
Ancon, Canal Zone, with 12 cabin and 2 steerage passengers; 6
steerage passengers from southern ports were placed in quarantine.
These vessels were fumigated before sailing.

GERMANY.

Reports fron?- BeUlin-Sumnmary of cholera in Gerii any-A_Spervision
of river traffc suwpended.

The following is received from Ambassador Tower through the
Department of State under date of November 20:

Isolated cases of cholera, which are undoubtedly connected with
former cases, were observed and reported to October 16, though no
death from cholera has occurred in Germany since October 7, and the
disease is therefore considered to have been completely arrested.
From August 16 to October 16, inclusive, the total number of cases

of cholera observed was 287, of whicbj 93 were fatal.
The supervision of the river traffic on the Elbe and the Oder, which

has heretofore been maintained in order to prevent the introduction
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of cholera through boats and rafts coming down from the country of
the Vistula, has been suspended on account of the freezing of the
streams, though the announcement is made that suitable precautionary
measures will be adopted to prevent the reintroduction of cholera next
spring when the rivers are again open.

Status of cholera in Rumsia.

Passed Assistant Surgeon McLaughlin reports, December 1, as fol-
lows:
According to the official bulletin, there were registered in the Vistula

district of Russia, during the week ended November 15, 18 fresh cases
of cholera (with 8 deaths), of which 12 cases (7 deaths) occurred in the
district of Kolno, 1 case (1 death) in the district of Ostrow, and 5 cases
in the city of Lodz. The total number of cases in the Vistula district
up to the nmiddle of November amounts to 249 (with 136 deaths).

HONDURAS.

Rep)ort frow Puterto Cortez- Yellow-fever .situation.
Consul Johnson reports, November 21, as follows:
Since my cablegram of the 15th instant I have the following report

to make on the yellow-fever situation in this consular district: Puerto

At San Pedro a meeting composed of the board of health and the

governor of the department was held on the 15th instant at the office
of the consular agent at San Pedro and it was voted to take active steps
to prevent the spread of the disease.

bathed and their clothing was disinfected; 382 aliens, would-be steer-
age passengers to the United States, were examined with special ref-
erence to their freedom from any loathsome or dangerous contagious
disease contemplated by the United States immigration laws.
Plague.-This disease continues to spread in Osaka and Kobe. In

the former city 18 probable cases, with 14 deaths, occurred during the
period October 27 to November 15. In Kobe for the period November
8 to 15, 7 cases were reported. A plague-infected rat was discovered
recently in Tokyo. Thus the present plague situation in Japan justly
gives rise to considerable apprehension, tempered, however, by the
recollection of the success which has attended the efforts of the
authorities in coping with previous outbreaks of this infection. It
agin may be noted that a large proportion of Japanese emigrants for
Hawaii, even of those taking passage at Yokohama, pass through Kobe
and Osaka en route. The situation seems to demand extraordinary
precautions.

Sanitary Inspector Romero removed a suspicious case from the San-
thago on her last trip north, but this proved not to be plague.
Very nearly all the Chilean steamers on this line are now fitted up

with sulphur furnaces and steam-disinfecting chambers, and the Eng-
lish line has placed orders for apparatus.
A new sulphur furnace has been installed in Callao and is in good

working order.
